Asks Increase 

In Water Rates 



Attorney Laurent and L. W. Mc- 
Clelland, of Louisville, representing 
the Kentucky Utibtiies Company, 
appeared before the city council at 
the regular meeting Tuesday night 
and asked that their franchise be 
amended, granting an increase of BO 
per cent, in the water rates hjere. 
Attorney Laurent presented flguses, 
showing that the revenue received 
from the local plant is not sufficient 
to cover the increase in the co=t of 
coal and labor alone. The city fathers 
did not sec fit to grant this request, 
voting down the resolution 5 to 3. 
The present franchise holds to 1032. 
The majority of the council seem to 
feel that 50 per cent, increase is an 
exhorbitant raise in the water rates.

LEADING CITIZENS ASK FOR 

MEETING ON BOND ISSUE 



Fiscal Court Asked to Present Rea- 
sons, If Reasons There Be, 
Why Bond Issue Should 
Not Be Authorized 



From the beginning The Advocate 
and all those who have been in favor 
of the bond issue, as «uggested by 
the Fiscal Court, have held to the 
position that if it could be shown 
that such a policy was not for the 
best interests of Montgomery Coun- 
ty, then they would as good citizens 
desire to join in opposing the pro- 
posed measure for the relief of Mont- 
gomery County's pressing road prob- 
lem. 

The Advocate has now given its 
authority for asserting that the loan 
of $300,000 to the State would make 
poee fbh arrangements for construct- 
ing the entire twenty-nine miles of 
road from Clark to Bath, from Bour- 
bon to Menefee, as part of the State 
Primary Road System, that the Proj- 
ects on which they are located will 
be completed under five years, at 
which time the money will be repaid 
by the State. 

Not one dollar of the bonds need 
be issued until it is confirmed that 
such an arrangement can be made. A 
contract covering each separate loan 
for the two roads will amply guar- 
antee repayment of the money. 

A number of lending citizens of the 
County have requested that the Fis- 
cal Court meet with them, and pre- 
sent reasons, if reasons there be, 
why the Bond 'Issue should not be 
authorized, as suggested by the Fis- 
cal Court in its "Statement" of April 
12. It has been requested that the 
meeting be held not later than 
Wednesday of nert week.

Dear Sirs — The undersigned, hav- 
ing rndc-rsfood from the "Statement 
of Facts about Montgomery Count v's 
Turnpike Situation," issued by your 
Honorable Court as of April 12, X9M, 
that a bond issue would provide re- 
lief for what the said "Statement" 
characterized as a pressing and vital 
question and one which ennnot be 
postponed for long; and 

Inasmuch as the State Highway 
Commissioner and Engineer, the au- 
thor of Kentucky's new rond law, 
as well a* being the official in charge 
of letting contracts for road con- 
struction all over Kentucky, inas- 
much 

As the said State Highway Com- 
missioner has declared that the roads 
in Montgomery County, from Hm 
Clark to the Bath County line, and 
from the Bourbon to the Menefee 
County line can be constructed as a 
permanent type highway for $25,000 
a mile, and that the Projects on 
which these roads are located will 
be completed withita five years, 

At which time the repayment of 
the loan by the State would be due. 
and 

Inasmuch as it has been set forth 
that separate contracts can be en- 
tered into with the State of Ken- 
tucky by the County of Montgomery, 
guaranteeing the repayment of this 
money to the County on the comple- 
tion of each of the said Projects, 

The Undersigned respectfully re- 
qui mi of the Honorable Fiscal Court 
that a meeting with the Undersigned 
be arranged at which it will be in or- 
der to present reasons why this 
course should not be pursded if rea- 
sons there be, 

To the end that if such reason* 
are good and sufficient we may as

To the end that if the facts are as 
set forth and Montgomery County 
can obtain the construction of tkOM

• The College of Agriculture. Lex- 
ington, Ky., has been receiving quite 
** number of diseased tobacco plants 
in the last few days. Some of tbe 
tobacco growers thought the rea- 
son for the plants wilting and dving 
ue to the cold, wet spring. How- 
investigation shows that in a 
great many instances this trouble 
of tobacco plants was brought about 
by the disease commonly known as 
root-rot. Since tobacco has always 
been comparatively free from disease 
this trouble is becoming alarming in 
some sections where in instances 
whole beds have been destroyed in 
less than a week's time. In order to 
prepare for next season it is going 
to be necessary for the growers to 
' handle their plant beds according to 
improved methods as to sterilization, 
and the kind of seed sown in order 
to expect to have good healthy plants 
to transplant in the field. Tobacco 
grower* are urged to co-operate with 
the College of Agriculture in this 
matter. If you are having trouble this 
season and will get in communica- 
tion with the College of Agriculture 
they will be glad to help you in any 
possible way.

In nearly all counties the At- 
tendanee Offieen have already been 
appointed, but Montgomery County 
has not yet made her selection. The 
law requires the appointment of this 
officer before July 1st, 1830 .

it is also to Theodore Roosevelt the 
father that the heart of America now 
turns. 

The story of those happy yenr« 
which he spent with his family in the j 
White House cannot fail to impress i 
us with the sacredness of the home I 
life, the joy of the family bond nor 
can anyone measure the effect of| 
«nch an example upon the rnnk nnd 
file of Americans. 

Colonel Roosevelt understood as 
few men do the privileges nnd re- 
sponsibilities of fntherhood. After 
rending that delightful new publi- 
cation, Theodore Roosevelt's Letters 
to his Children, one in reminded of 
those benntiful words of Jean Paul 
Richter, "Only by the union of manly 
enersry and decision with womanly 
gentleness does the child rest and 
sail at the conflux of two streamB." 
One marvels that this busy man 
found time to take such a part in the 
life of his children. No matter how 
full wns his day of engagements with 
the hisrhest dietaries of State. Col- 
onel Roosevelt always found time to 
be the companion of his children, to 
rend or play with them, to join in 
their outdoor sports or when he was 
separated from them to write very 
frequently. Pis undemanding of 
child life was remarkable and his 
sympathy unfailing. 

Colonel Roosevelt made practical 
that famous admonition of Froebel, 
"Come, let us live with our children." 
Often the great upper rooms of the 
White House were alive with pillow- 
fiphts and with those bed-time romps 
which must have left a lasting im- 
pression upon the happy group of 
young children.
